MlNOT'S" LEDGfe 


Che First Ono \Viut Swept Away With All 


It* Occupant*. 


Lighthouses form tho subject of an arti- 


cle in St. Nicholas, written by Lieutenant 
John M. Kllicott, U. S. N., and entitled 
"The Lights That Guide In tho Night." 
Lieutenant Kllicott says: 


The llrst lighthouse on Minot'g Ledge 


was built In 1848. It was an octagonal 
tower resting on the to'ps of eight wrought 
iron piles 8 inches in diameter and 00 loot 
high, with their bases sunk 5 feet iu tho , 
rock. These piles were braced togethesr in 
many ways, and, as they offered less sur- 
taeo to tho waves than j» solid structure, 
this lighthouse was considered by all au- 
thorities upon tha subject to bo exception- 
ally strong. 


Its great tost camo in April, 1851. On 


tbo 14th of that month, two keepers being 
in the.1 lighthouse, an easterly gale set In, 
steadily increasing in force. People on 
shore, and no doubt tho keepers them- 
selves, watched tho heavy seas sweep harm- 
lessly through tho network of piles beneath 
the houpp, und fearc-d no harm. 
On the 


13th, howover, tho ,\viud and sea hud 
greatly increased, and tho waves were 
flung higher and higher toward that towex 
in tho air. Yet all thought they surely 
could not reach 00 feet abo\c the ledgo. 


That nigiit was one of keen anxiety, for 


I he gulo still increased, 5uid all through 
that dreadful driving storm and darkness 
the faithful keepers were at thoir posts, 
for tho light burned brightly. Oti Wednes- 
day, 
tho 10th, tlie gale had become a htir- 


rieime, and when at times tlie tower could 
bo seen through tho mi.-;ts and sea drift, 
it seemed to bend to tile shock of tho 
. waves. At 4 o'clock that afternoon an 
ominous proof of tho fury of the waves on 
Miuot's Lodgei reachcHl the shore' — a pint- 
form which had been built between the 
piles only se>vcn feet below tho i'oor of the 
keepers' room.

Horses on the farm do not have the sleek 


look that horses in tho city liveries havo. 


Neither will they accomplish so much 


work. The difference is partly owing to 
the fact that tho horse in the city has a 
largo proportion of grain, while the farm 
horse, even while working, gets most of 
his nutrition trom hay. But grooming 
bus also a great deal to do with tho supe- 
rior slickness of the city horse's coat. The 
currycomb is not so much used as it should 
be on farm horses. 


We know, says The Prince Edward Island 


A griculturist, many places where the brush 
and currycomb are seldom used, except 
v;hilo the horse is shedding his coat. 
But 


used at any timo it promotes tho secretion 
of oil, which moistens the coat and makes 
it shine. A well groomed horse is usually 
well fed. But if the grooming were thor- 
oughly done at least once a day, the horse 
would keep in good condition with less 
food than it now receives. 


Good grooming undoubtedly aids diges 


tion, as rubbing tho body promotes diges- 
tion in people, and is an excellent substi- 
tute for exercise "for those who do little 
muscular work.

They have a very funny fashion in Siam. 


When on inferior comes into the presence 
of a superior, ho throws himself upon the 
jround. Then the superior sends one of 
bis attendants forward to see whether the 
jrostrato man has been eating anything 
>r has any offensive odor about him. If 
ie bo blameleds in this respect, tho attend- 
ant raises him from the ground, but if be 


guilty, tho attendant straightway kicks 


liim out 


Some of tho Indian tribes have a way of 


saluting each other by rubbing their noses 
together. This is also the form in the 
Friendly and the Society islands, after 
which each man takes the other's bund 
and rubs it upon bis own nose and mouth. 


The Arabians shake hands six or eight 


times. Once is not enough. If, however, 
they bo persons of distinction, they em- 
brace and kiss each other several times, 
and also kiss their own hands..

ry, for a man to kiss a woman's hand. 
In Italy that privilege is allowed only to 
near relatives, whilo in Russia, it is ex- 
tended to kissing the forehead. 


The men of continental Europe have ft 


custom that would seom queer, not to say 
laughable, bore. They greet each other 
with a kibM, if they be friends, not on the 
cheek, but right on tho lips. What a sen- 
sation it would make if two men should 
practice that form of salutation on Chest- 
nut street, Philadelphia I—Philadelphia 
Times.

American brooms are exported In larg* 


numbers to many oountrie*. Oar ezpor- 
tations of brooms to some countries have 
•within recent years, owing to natural 
causes, decreased, but our aggregate ex- 
ports arc nevertheless now larger than 
•ver, and still increasing./We send brooms 
to Central America, South America and 
South Africa, to the United Kingdom and 
to France and Germany. We sent many 
brooms to Australia. 
Now we Rend few 


brooms there. But we send large quanti- 
ties of broom corn, and we send there, too, 
broommaking 
machinery. 
American 


broommaking machinery is sent also to 
other foreign countries. At one timo many 
American brooms were sold in the Argen- 
tine Republic, but now they arc raising 
broom corn on the Platte river, and mak- 
ing brooms down there too. We send now 
and then u little lot of brooms to China, 
but wu send none, or practically none, to 
other Asiatic countries, and our exports to 
China ore so -email as to be of no consider- 
ation whatever in the account. 


The climate of this country is favorable 


to tho growth of broom corn, and here, 
broom corn is cultivated with the greatest 
skill and with tho best results. Consider- 
able quantities of broom corn are raised in 
Italy, but it is of a poorer quality, and it 
is commonly permitted to ripen too much 
until it is red und lifeless and brittle. The 
Italian com is made into brooms in Ger- 
many, where tho labor is much cheaper 
than here. But that cheapness is offset 
by the effective use of machinery here.

The 
higher grades of American brooms cost 
more, but they ore the best brooms in the 
world. They excel in durability and in 
all other good qualities. Some brooms are 
packed for export in boxes, but there are 
countries in which import duties are levied 
on gross weight where a packing box 
would be too costly a tare, and brootns for 
export are commonly packed in burlaps, 
handles and all being completely covered. 


"Wo send no whisk brooms to Europe. 


There they still cling to the old fashioned 
clothes brush. But to all other countries 
to which wo send brooms we send whisk 
brooms too.—New York Sun.

terseness: "It needed something of the 
strong bund (la mano dura).

It is this man, whose eye and •voice and

And if he 
has put a now face on his country it is nob 
a whit more remarkable than the trans- 
formation ho has wrought upon his own 
shoulders. This has been a transfiguration 
of which I know no parallel. Making due 
allowance far tho change of fashion in 
facial londFCjipo gardening, Porflrio Diaz 
was not from the stnrt visibly frontispieced 
by fate for all thnt ho has become. Within 
a youth's memory ho wore the mere fea- 
tures of u soldier. Even in the seventies ho 
might have been a chief of rurulos. 
But 


today his face is unmistakable, and a 
proverb for "the handsomest man in Mex- 
ico." 
By show features this is not true. 


But by tho collective impression it is. In 
a generation he has given himself a new 
face, and oven made over the shape of his 
head. In all tho breadth of a regenerated 
republic there ia no more striking monu- 
ment to the thought it fans needed to turn 
tho Mexico in which Juarez died into the 
Mexico of today than the very head of the 
man who did it.—Charles F. Lummis in 
Harper's Mngazino.
